94 Degrees Near the
Noon Hour.

WHICH WAS THREE DEGREES
HIGHER THAN AT ANY PERIOD
THIS YEAR AND FIVE DEGREES
‘HIGHER THAN ON THE DAY

PREVIOUS.

Yesterday was the hottest day on
record in Pensacola this season. At
the noon hour the tharmometer on the
wovernment building registered 94 gde-
grees, which was five degrees hoiter
than it was the day previous, and
three degrees higher than it has reach-
ed at any peniod this year.

‘When the day opened it showed
every evidence of being a warm one,
ond the thermometer began to climb
steadily. Before the noon hour had
been reached it had passed the tam-
perature record of the day previous,
but not contentad it continued, reach-
ing ninety. @t did not stop there
¢ithen, but slowly mounted up to 94
degrees, which was recorded at 12:45
p. m. The maximum recorded was
7¢ degrees at 5 p, m., while the rain-
fell measured .03 of an imch. Previ-
ously the hottest day to be pecorded
this year was on June 29, whea i°
reached 91 degre:zs.

Last 'year on the same day the max-
imum temperature was 89 degrees, the
minimum 78 degrees with a tracs of
rainfall. The daily average maximum
temperature for August at Pensacola
is 87 degrees as oObtained from past
records.

Monday when Pemsacola had a max-
imum of 89 degrees, temp s of
92 degrees were reached &t Meridian,
Nashville and At'anta, while Biry:ire-
hath end Thomasville reported temper-
atures of 94 degrees,

E H. Lesesne, of Baldwin County,
Ala., Badly Injured at Logging
Camp, West of Molino,

BULLET ENTERED THE BACK AND
PASSED ALMOST THROUGH
BODY—NEGRO WHO COMMIT-
TED CRIME MADE HIS ESCAPE
AND HAS NOT BEEN APPRE-
HENDED.

Meagre details of the shooting of R.
‘H. Lesesne, a prominent naval stores
operator of Baldwin county by a ne-
sro at a place known as Earnest camp,
a logging camp of the Southern States
Lumber Companty, reached the city
vesterday. The shooting occurred the
day previous, and the negro whose
neme is uhknown, made his escape.
The logging camp is twelve miles west
of Molino. and the news of the occur-
rence reached there first, resulting in
telegrams to officers here to come at
once and eid in the search for the

Negro.

Two shots were fired by the negro
at Mr, Lesesne and both struck him,
but one did not emter, evidently strik-
‘ing @ pocket book or some obstacle
iz his pockct and glancing off. The
other entered from the back, just
above the right hip and passing al-
n.ost through the body and lodged just
above the left groin, where it now re-

ma.ns,

The wounded man was given the
best attention possible at the logging
camp until Dr. J. Whiting Hanrgis
reached him from Molino. Later he
was taken to Molino, where he could
s¢cure - better aceommodations, and it
was thought ‘that he would be brought
to Pensacola, but his condition is evi-
dently tco serious to a'low of mowving
Last night Dr. Kennedy, upon raquest
of T. A. Jemn'mgs, went to Molino {0
assist Dr. Hargis in treating the wound-
ed man.

Nothing could be learned as to whiy
Mr. Lesesne had #ome from his éamp
in Baldwin county over to the logging
camp in th's conmnty but it is believed
that he was after labor. No informa-
ltjc-n hizs reached here as to why the
negro shot Mr. Lescgne. The latter
is one of thé promiment operators of
Ba'dwin county, and i& well known in
this city.

Allow Her a Reasonable
Amount of Salvage.

A BOND OF $30.000

Demanded of Vessel Pending Out-
come of the Libel Suit.

GIVES VALUE OF CRIPPLED VES-
SEL AS THIRTY THOUSAND
POUNDS AND THE CARGO AT
$233,747, AND WANTS A SHARE
OF BOTH—PILOTS MAY ALSO
LIBEL VESSEL.

As anticipated and stated in The
Journa} yesterday morning, a libel suip
in a cause of sajvage was yesterday
brought by Captain Heworth of the
British steamer Riplinzham asgainst
the Austrian steamer Margherita and
cargo, in the United States court. Tae

Iveasel is mow in the custody of the

Unked States authorities and will be
held pending bond or a settlement of
the case.

The Margherita dis the steamer
which, while . bound for Marseilies
from New Orleans, had her propeller
go wrong and was at the mercy of the
seas, when the Riplingham went lo
her assistance. Now the latter acks
for salvage,

The master of the Riplingham does
not state the amount of money that
would be just and equitabls for the
services rendered, but evidently ex-.
pects _a large sum, inasmuch as he
2sked in his bill that the bond of the
libelled steamer be placed at $30,000.

He states in his petition that he
found the Margher'ta in distress three
hrndred. miles off Pensacola with her
propeller slipped from its bearinzs
and the vessel unable to mave any
headway; that in the tow to Pensa-
cota a gale was encountered making
the service vary hazardous. He stateg
the value of the Margherita at 30,000
pounds and the value of thz cargo
$223,747, and asks that the Ripling-
ham be given a reasonable share of
this for the service remdered. The
suit was brought by Avery & Avery.

Pilots Rendered Service.

It was stated on the waterfront yes-
terday aftermnoon ‘that the pilot boat
Filot would probably want somethins
from the Riplingham or Margherita for
the services she rendered. It wasalso
stated that when the Pilot reached tha
two vessels Sunday morning they were
struggling in the teeth of a gale, and
the Margherita was in great damgaer
as she could not be controlled by the
one steamer. With the assistance of
the Pilot both came through sately.
Unless the pilot boat is given sowé-
thing for her services, it is said that
apcther su't may be filled.
